Eleven alleged whiteoaps are un- 
der arreat at Wayne, Ark., charg- 
ed with the murder of Oapt. J. H. 
Brown, a private detective of 
Memphis. The prisoners are I'ink 
Hall, Fill. lore Hall, Weeley Hall, 
Thomas Hall, Robert Hall, J. D. 
Sullivan, George Sullivan, J. W. 
Smith, Deve Uenderdaon, John 
Meek and Luke Oowen. They are 
all substantial farmers of the 
White Uhapel neighborhood. The 
utmost secrecy prevails about the 
room where the Coroner's jury is 
at work, newspaper men and the 
general public not being allowed 
to enter. Oapt. Brown's body was 
buried at Forrest Hill cemetery. 
Detective E. P. 1'anish accompan- 
ied the remaius to Memphis and 
gave additional details of the tra- 
gedy. When the whiteoaps be- 
came eo bold in their warnings to 
the negroes, wealthy planters con- 
tributed to a large pnise and em- 
ployed six detectives to hunt down 
the band.

During January market gardeners 
ww lettuce and radlshcx under 1 1 i - - 
to coma Into market In April. A com 
menial bouse for this purpose In de 
•crlbed by Itural Now Yorker, which 
udtlscs a.- followa : 

While lettuce and radishes enn be 
fairly well pmwn with bottom hont, 
under glass, the best success In usually 
attained with solid l>eiiches OB the 
ground, which may bo made twehe t.i 
Inchca deep, the sides B«sM

boarded up with two inch hemlock, 
cypress or other durable kind of luui 
ber or a single course of brick If pre 
f erred. Nine or ten Inches 1m deep 
enough for this soil. The beds ma> be 
tilled up to that point with cinders, 
coarse gratvl or brickbats, to afford 
free drainage and discourage the In 
roads of moles, earthworms, etc In 
this case the steam or water heating 
pipes must of necessity be carried 
about the wall* of the house fcb0W 
the plant levels 

With a proper uir temperature, rang; 
log from 40 to 46 degrees at night to 
M or 66 degrees In the shade during 
the day, the soli will remain In ■ cool 
and moist condition. Just suited to the 
needs of lettuce, for a considerable time 
with the minimum of attention. The 
addition of a layer of fresh manure, 
four lnchea or more deep, under the 
soil would be of very doubtful advan 
tage In the case of lettuce Hadlshes 
find a somewhat higher soil tempera 
ture congenial, but quickly become 
drawn and weak If the average atnio* 
pberlc tem|>erature Is raised much high 
er than the figures above glreii. 

A boose 18 by 130 feet can be safelv 
heated to the required temperature with 
hot water circulation by conveying the 
flow through n three Inch pipe near the 
top of the house to the rear end, then 
forking and dividing It Into seven one 
and a half inch returns, three on the 
south and four on the north wall, or, If 
steam Is used, the respective diameter* 
may be two and a half und one und u 
quarter Inches for the flow and returns. 
Th.' three quarter span house running 
east and west is by far the best plan 
Whether the short spun Is the best 
plated south or north Is still a matter 
of opinion Nine out of ten houses Hre 
hullt with the long slope to the south 
The only special advantage claimed for 
the other arrangement Is that the 
houses are cooler In summer. 

When raised I tenches are used, the 
distance of the pipes from the (tenches 
la a matter of little importance. As a 
slope must be maintained the pipes are 
much nearer the benches at one end of 
the house than the other In any case.

Last winter after making some like 
the plans glveu tu farm pnpsjfl my 
hired man and I set out to make one 
to suit our own fancy, and It comes 
nearer my Ideal of a good trough than 
any I have ever seen or tried. Vet 
there is one objection w hich is rarclv 
OVnrCOfne In any combined feed trough 
and rack. The young lambs iierslst In 
using It for a safe (dace lu which to 
take their morning uap. and no matter 
how nicely their own little |>arlor Is 
furnished with dainty feed and 1>ed 
ding they delight to spend part of their 
time on the dining table of the old 
■beep. 

The trough Is made of inch poplar 
lumber, with the eiceptlon of the slats 
on the rack, which are of elm, a half 
inch thick ami two and a half Inches 
wide The trough Is 12 feet long, Ifl B | w1s U1 . U , B of 
Inches wide, i!2 Inches high and from | beef bones ss ri 
the top of the sides It Is tapered to a 
point. The sides are six inch boards, 
milled on the edge of the l*ottom, thus 
making it Ave Inches deep. The legs 
are three Inches wide ami extend six 
Inches below the bottom. These, nailed 
to the ends and made flush with the 
sloping part, make the base about 
twenty six Inches wide, which Insures 
It against betng turned over by the 
aheep. 

The rack part la made by nailing the 
slats, which are nineteen Inches kaig 
one foot apart on pieces 8 lnchea wide 
and 1- f .-. t long. These racks are 
hinged to the sides of the trough Bu 
that they rest on the ends of the trough 
when cloaed.
